Federal War Finance Contoratlon As. ; 
sores Kentncky Oeleffatlon of XU 
Hupport Ib FlBWelng Crup. 

Washington, Sept IS. — Financial 
support from the Federal Ooremment 
in the marketing of the IMl Hurley 
tobaeeo erop, throngk the Hurley 
Orowera Oo-operattfa Mkrkatlng As- 
soelatlon, organlaatka of which is now 
nearly oompleted, was definitely as- 
sured Wednesday, following several 
eonferences between represeututives 
of the preliminary committee of burley 
growers and Treaswr Department of- 
ficials. 

Two Important result.^ uljiainod 
from the conferences, which, according 
to the committee representatives, 
guarantee the suooeastui handling of 
the crop by the assoetatton, are: 

First, definite aaattraaee given by 
the War Slnanee Corporation that if 
the hurley growera organise under the 
prbpoaed eo-operattve marketing plan, 
the corporation will giro any appllca. 
tlon made by the aasoetotlon the same 
consideration that already lias lieen 
given to similar organisations of 
ton growers, advances to whkli liave 
been In excess of 50 per cent of ihi; 
value of the crop. 

Second, presentation to tlio Federal 
Reserve Board of a request for a rul- 
ing that growers' dratta on the ns.socl- 
at ion, accompanied bgr-welght tickets, 
shall be classed aa a^^lltural paper, 
and indicatlona of the officials that a 
fayorable reply may be expected, 
which would entitle aiwh paper to six 
months credit, rather than tho three 
months allowed coasmerolal paper.

SCHOOLS AND OOVERNMEMT. 

At the Third Congress of the Women s international League fur 
Peace and Freedom, which met in Vienna in July,, problems of edticM 
tion held an important place in the dis<.'U8sion. 

The menace of mis-education received particular emphasis. 
Women delegates from Germany frankly attributed the Great Wai 
to their own former st:itc iiioniipoly of edueatioii with its yeurs of 
emphasis upon militarism and conqHesl. On the other hand, AuKtriuii 
delegates were rejoicing and hopeful because in their country x\^>■ 
bchoola have .just been transferriMi from ( eelesiastieiil domiiiatinu lo 
a secularized state and city control. Americans at the eonferenei 
were largely silent on this subject, but greatly intero-sted because (d 
the proposed federal department of I'dueation for this country. 

A speaker from Paris summed up the whole problem of .school 
control and public resi)onsibility in thi i|uesiion. "If tlie self-frovern- 
ing nations cannot control their schools, in the interest of the people 
and of the future peaee of the world, what is the basis of our hope 
that we can eonlrnl hiiv |i;irl of our (government?'" 

However wide apart may seem rooms full of school children and 
a nation's government, they are really closely related. What the lat 
ter will be ill till' future depends almost ivtiolly on wliiit the former 
ia in the present. In this light the deficiencies and inetfieiencies of 
our own school systm are seen in their full serionsness. But just n^^ 
government reforms cannot he madi- eflVctivi^ uidess there is inti lli- 
gent public will back of thera, the education in our public schools will 
adranee no farther than that same intelligent pnblie will take* them.

Washington, Sept 13.— Corporations 
would be required to pay excess profits 
taxes for another year under a decis- 
ion today of the Senate Finance Coin- 
mlttse^ which finally approved the 
provisions in the House bill repealing 
these taxes as of next January 1, In- 
stead of tost January 1 as recommend, 
ed. by SeoreUry A. W. Mellon. 

The committee also inserted a pro- 
vision in the House meaaure repealing 
the capital stock tax, effective next 
year, and adopted an amendment in- 
creasing the corporation Income tax 
from 10 to 15 per cent, instead of 12% 
per cent, effective January 1, 1922. 

These represented the major deci- 
sions reached today at two sessions, 
although It was said officially that the 
committee virtually had decided to 
amend the House bill so as to continue 
the tax on express paokages and oil 
transported by pipe llnee. Whether 
any portion of the taxes on the trans- 
portation of freigbt and passengers 
win be reUlned after nest January 1, 
will depend, Chairman Boise Penrose 
said, upon a report to be made tomor- 
row by the treasury as to the savings 
In expenditures expected to be made 
this fiscal years by the various govern- 
ment departments.
